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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restriction 



1. Claims 1-19 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b), as 
being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Applicant traversed the restriction (election) requirement made by telephone by examiner Michael 
Barr (Art Unit 1762). 



2. Claim 20 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. Claim 20 depends from non-elected claims 2 and 16. Thus, claim 20 is indefinite. 
The examiner has incorporated the subject matter of claims 2 and 16 into claim 20 for purposes of 
examination on the merits. 



3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 



4. Claim 20 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Fahy 
(US 5,488,984) in view of Pearlman (US 3,796,608). Fahy teaches an electric motor rotor

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lamination treatment and manufacturing method including a squirrel-cage rotor assembly 
1 comprising core 3 made of plural laminations 5 of high-magnetic permeability sheet steel 
(Figs. 1-2). The core is placed in a mold and molten aluminum contacts the lamination slots 13 to 
form bars 15 and end rings 17. 

Fahy teaches a Nitrosol B coating for the laminations which prevents rotor soldering, but 
does not disclose a coating for the laminations comprising at least one silica or borate containing 
composition further including a carbonizable material. 

Pearlman teaches a coating and method for applying the coating on metal surfaces which 
may already carry coatings (c. 1 , lines 61-66). The coating includes a silica dispersion mixed with 
a carbonizable material such as sugar in solution (e.g., molasses; c.2, lines 2-6). The treatment 
includes the steps of dipping the metal in a bath of the treating solution, removal of the metal and 
rinsing, then drying (c.2, lines 7-12). Pearlman' s coating produces bright, uncolored metal 
surfaces resistant to chemical attack or tarnishing (c.l, lines 33-48; c.3, lines 12-13 and 40-44). 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to modify the motor of Fahy and provide a metal treatment coating and steps per 
Pearlman since it would have been desirable to produce motor laminations resistant to chemical 
attack or tarnishing.
